James Mclnerney 
of- the Criminal Division • Early in the conference I referred to 
the fact that you; considered the publicity in this case., as carried 
by the United Press, host unfortunate and that you did not desire 
the Bureau's views to be expressed at this conference if there were 
'to be blow-by-blow reports given surreptitiously to the press about 
i this conference or other developments or proceedings in the case . 

! I pointed out that it was obvious a number of the subjects had been 
placed on notice of the Bureau's knowledge of their activities beca\ 
of this publicity and that it was not unlikely that the whole 
future course of the case had been affected by this publicity . 

At this point, the Attorney General' interrupted to state that he 
had learned the identity of the person who gave this starQ' to the 
United Press . Mr. Clark stated he had "cornered" Tredfuullen and 
after 15 minutes of interrogation of him, had obtained*' the name of 
the source of the story. Mr. Caudle and Mr. Mclnerney appeared 
uneasy but made no comment on this point . 

The case was discussed for approximately 1 l/2 hours with 
Mclnerney making a surprisingly detailed and factually accurate 
presentation of the case predicated principally upon his interroga- 
tion of the original informant, Gregory, in Hew York. Mclnerney 
urges prosecution of principals in the case upon a charge of 
conspiracy in that they conspired to deprive the government of 
their own or other government employees' loyal services. Mclnerney 
says there is a Supreme Court case sustaining prosecution in a in- 
case of this kind in which a government employ ee surreptitiously kj?' 
gave out information to people not entitled to it. I pointed out 
that the defendants would probably introduce official government 
* ^records in the form of efficiency reports which would set forth 
v that they rendered very efficient service, were better than average 
employees, and probably that they were recommended for meritorious 
consideration.

Intourist, particularly that they provide for collection by the American 
firms of Soviet Import duties for remittance to the Russian Government; 
it is believed they also provide that exclusive ^ 3 ontrol over all advertising 
done by such firms with respect to their fF&rtTgf business, is invested in 
Intourist. The feature concerning the collection of 8oviet import duties 
appears to have been one of the compelling reasons for the decision of the 
Foreign Agents Registration Seotion of the Department of Justice that the 
United States Service and Shipping Corporation should register as an agent 
of a foreign principal.

On February 14, 1941 he was placed on Military Leave by the DPA and is still 
on military leave of absence.

Nothing 
detrimental appears in his file and he was promoted in absento on October 
16, 1942. From time to time he reported back to DPA as to his present where- 
abouts. He originally advised them that he was attached to the 103 Ordnance 
Company, M. Special Troops. Cfa October 15, 1946 the DPA reoeived a letter 
from his wife advising that Captain ALBERT R. SABAROFF is now stationed at 
Heidenheim Ordnance Tech. Ing. Center, Heidenheim, Germany. 

The surveillance was taken over by Agents of the Philadelphia Office. ELKUSS 
left the residence of 1936 69 th Avenue, at Hi 10 A.M. on February 6 , 1947 
carrying his brief case and a oopy of PM Newspaper. He proceeded via public 
transportation to the Pennsylvania Railroad Suburban Station where while 
awaiting a train he called Philadelphia telephone number Rlttenhouse 6 - 8765 . 

It has been ascertained that this telephone is listed to Mrs. THEODORE L. 
HARRISON, Jr. and to GLADYS McC. BALDI, both at 1733 Walnut Street. ELKUSS 
was over-heard to say during his telephone conversation that he desired to 
Bee the person to whom he was speaking and he identified himself . Speoial Agent 
WILLIAM B. WELTE, Jr. of this office over -heard ELKUSS partially spelling his 
name saying that it was "ELK". ELKUSS then took the 12i30 P.M. train to 
Bryn Mawr, Pa. whereupon arriving there he went to the campus of Bryn Mawr 
College. He contacted, presumably, three students of Bryn Mawr College at 
the Rhodes Dormitory and the four individuals proceeded about the campus to 
the various buildings. During the course of the surveillance ELKUSS was seen 
to post a number of letters.

Prior to the commencement of this conference, Mr. Mumford advised 
that Mr. Mclnemey was in possession of the summaries in this case prepared 
by the Bureau dated February 21, 1946, and October 21, 1946, but that he was 
not believed to know the identity of Confidential Informant GREGORY and was 
not to be apprised by agents as to the identity of the informant. Also prior 
to the conference, Mr. Mumford explained that Mr. Mclnemey was desirous of 
\ obtaining agents' opinion as to whether GREGORY would be a willing or reluctant 

witness; whether there were any factors which might adversely affect her use- 
fulness or reliability as a witness; and generally how much could be expected 
of her in the role of a witness in the event prosecution were instituted in _ 
this matter. 

At the conference on December 27, 1946, Mr. If TurTiTr^ifiTiTtn 1 ^^ '' 1 
Agents Spencer and Kelly in detail as to their impressions of GREGORY and 
whether they had observed anything in her history, makeup, or behavior whic A/^ 
he should know in considering her as a potential witness. He was informed 7 • j 
that in agents' opinion GREGORY is a highly intelligent and intellectual / 

person whose reliability would seem to have been established beyond doubt; ' 
further, that she is a rather plain looking person who is not particularly 
meticulous in her dress or appearance. In addition, he was told that she 
answers questions in a rapid, unhesitant style, is a woman of rather positive 
convictions, and that there is nothing vacillating in her statements on any 
matters of which she has knowledge. Mr. Mclnerney also made inquiry of in- 
formant's present employment and financial -situation, and was to>Y that the

ployed, ceased active business October 31, 1946, and that she probably would 
continue to- be engaged in liquidating its affairs until approximately March 1, 
1947. Concerning her personal finances, he, was told that although she has 
been receiving a very good salary, she is not of a particularly provident 
nature and has been virtually living up to her income j it was pointed out, 
however J that she recently received a |2,000 Christmas bonus and in addition 
JOHN H.JfcEYNOLDS, President of her firm, has assured her that upon completion 
of her /Work she will receive a bonus equal to a year's salary. Mr. Mclnemey 
was also informed that she has no private income other than that received 
from her employment and is entirely self-supporting, and probably has ac- 
cumulated only a small savings. Mr. Mclnerney was also told that informant 
had no history of drug or alcoholic addictions, had never been arrested, and 
was believed to be a woman of reasonably good reputation, although her rela- 
tionship with JACOB N. GOLDS was mentioned in this latter regard. 

Mr. Mclnerney inquired as to whether the informant had been asked 
directly whether, because of her activities in this matter, she would consider 
herself as criminally liable, specifically either as a co— conspirator or a 
► co-defendant. He was informed that at the time she was initially interviewed 
[ she was fully aware of her participation in these espionage activities, but 
that since these initial inquiries were made in November, 1945, it would be 
difficult to state just what her opinion would be at this time. It was sug- 
gested that this matter be taken up at some future time with the informant so 
as to give him a definite impression of what her thoughts in this matter were. 
Mr. Mclnerney then suggested that the informant be interviewed as to what her 
reactions would be in the event that she would be considered as a co-defendant 
or a co-conspirator, and further suggested that she also be asked if she would 
be receptive to being interviewed by a representative of the Department of 
Justice. Mr. Mclnerney was informed that this would be done and he would be 
so advised. 

Itering this conference Mr. Mclnerney inquired whether GREGOHT was 
able to corroborate any of her allegations by notes or other documentary 
evidence, and was informed that she never made any notes relating to her ac- 
tivities and that she had never been in permanent possession of any of the 
written material she described as having been passed by various subjects she 
named. He also asked if the majority of the persons concerned in securing 
information in this case were Governmental employees or in private employ- 
ment, and was told that for the most part the individuals concerned were em- 
ployees of the Government, at least during the pertinent period. 

Mr. Mclnerney expressed no opinion, as to possible prosecution in 
this case, but did remaric that it would be. most helpful if some corroboration 
could be secured of the statements made by GREGORY. He asked if the agents

On January 3, 1947, Assistant Special. Agent in Charge Belmont tele- 
phonically informed Mr. Munford that Informant GREGORY would not be avail- 
able for further questioning until January 6, 1947, at which time her at- 
titude as to possible prosecution in this case, as well as to a conference 
with a representative of the Attorney General, would be secured. On the ^ 
latter date GREGORY was interviewed by Special Agents Spencer and Kelly and 
was told that the prosecutive possibilities of this matter were presently 
receiving consideration and that necessarily it had to be determined whether 
she would be willing to be named either as a co-conspirator or a co-defendant 
in the event prosecution resulted. She commented that she had not given any 
thought to this eventuality for some time, and in response to her question as 
to the difference between a co-conspirator and a co-defendant, was appro- 
priately advised. She then asked what the effect of such a prosecution would 
be on the persons whose activities she has described to the Bureau and whether 
or not a salutary effect might result if these persons were prosecuted and 
the public thereby shown the extent of pro-Ru3sian Conmunist infiltration 
into the various agencies of this Government. Agents informed GREGORI that 
the persons indicted as co-defendants would, if convicted, be subject to 
statutory penalties for the violations specified against them, and with respect 
to the overall effect of any prosecution it was pointed out to her that she 
has sufficient experience and intelligence to appraise the situation and 
draw her own conclusions. At the outset of this conference with GREGORY she 
was again reminded that the Bureau’s function in this matter was to ascertain 
all available and pertinent data and that any prosecution was within the 
province of the Department of Justice, acting upon information secured by 
thi3 Bureau.

At 4:20 p.m. on January 6 , 1947, Special Agent in Charge Scheldt 
was telephonically informed by Assistant Director -Ladd that with reference 
to the proposed conference between Mr. Mclnemey and Informant GREGORY, the 
Director had instructed that prior to such conference, GREGORY should be 
fully apprised of Mr. Mclnerney's identity and official capacity, and that if 
she assented to the proposed interview, appropriate arrangements could be 
made, directing that space in the New York Office could be made available to 
Mr. Mclnerney if it has been the practice in the past to interview GREGORY 
in the office. Special Agent in Charge Scheldt was also instructed that no 
Bureau agent was to be present during the interview, and that Mr. Mclnerney 
should be informed that the interview would b^ arranged with the understand- 
ing that the Department would have to assume responsibility for any possible 
leak that might result from the interview. 

Later that same day Mr. Mclnerney appeared at the New York Field 
Office, and was informed by Special Agent in Charge Scheldt of the Bureau ' 3 
request in connection with any interview that might be had between Mr. 
Mclnemey and Informant GREGORY. At a subsequent conference that day among

In accordance with the above-outlined arrangements,- Mr. Mclnerney 
interviewed GREGORY from 1:30 p.m. to 4»50 p.m. in the New York Office with 
no agents present, and upon the conclusion of such interview, he informed 
Assistant Special Agent in' Charge Belmont and Special Agent Spencer that he 
[had been very favorably impressed by GREGORY as an intelligent woman who 
[would m ake a good witness. He also declared he had discussed at length with 
wier the proposition of ]tier being named either as a- co-conspirator or co- 
lie fendant, and that she had told him she would agree to the former but would 
not consent to being named a co-defendant. Mr. Mclnemey volunteered the in- 
formation that he was considering the prosecution on a fraud against the 
Government angle, pointing out that much of the information gathered by sub- 
jects in this case was secured during the regular course of their employment 
by the Government, and thus that the Government was being deprived of the 
full benefit of these persons' services during the period of their respec- 
tive employment. Mr. Mclnerney declared that he had completed his mission 
with GREGORY for the time being at least, and in the event he desired to see 
her again he would so notify the Bureau. 


After the above-described interview was terminated, GREGORY was 
escorted from the New York Office by Special Agent Kelly, who learned from 
her that she had been favorably impressed by the conference, and she was not 
at all frightened by the prospect of prosecution. She indicated the inter- 
view was concerned mainly with her own prosecutive status and that Mr. 

Mclnemey explored with her the possibility of securing some type of cor- 
roboration of her allegations. 

At 5 * 45 p.m. Assistant Special Agent in Charge Belmont telephonically 
furnished a summary of the latest developments in this matter to Assistant 
Director Ladd, and in conversation with Mr. Vumford pointed out with reference 
to Bureau letter in this matter dated December 30, 1946, that some of the 
questions prepared by the Department and incorporated in that letter perhaps 
had become moot inasmuch as the Department had not read GREGORY'S signed 
statement at the time the questions were prepared, and that some of the in- 
quiries were answered therein. It was pointed out by Mr. Belmont that Mr. 
Mclnerney was aware of this condition and had indicated a desire to confer 
on January 8, 1947, with this office so that superfluous Investigation and 
file reviews might be eliminated. Mr. Mumford indicated that the Bureau had 
no objection to this latter proposal* 


At a conference on January 8, 1947, Mr. Mclnerney reviewed with 
Assistant Special Agent in Charge Belmont and Agents Spencer and Kelly the

Mr. J. H. Hanley of the Secret Sex-vice -was referred to the 

writer this morning by Mr. Tamm for interview.

Secretary of the Treasury.

We have an informant in this case referred to as Gregory who appears to '■ L 
be unusually intelligent and has related in detail of activities on the part of 
various individuals, in the main employees or past employees of the United States 
.Government, which activities, if corroborated, would probably support a successful 
prosecution under existing statutes. There appears little reason to doubt Gregory's 
statement that information and documents from Government records were supplied 
Gregory by Silvermaster, Perlo, et al and that this material was turned over by 
Gregory to a member or contact of the Soviet Intelligence Service; however, what we 
know to be true in this case is a far cry from what we are in a position to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 


The Bureau was not apprised of Gregory's activities until November of 191*5 
and the inquiry since that time has been largely the development of information which 
might serve in corroboration of an alleged relationship between members of the so- 
called Silvermaster group, the Perlo group, as well as others. We have established 
since November of 191*5 the fact that there exists, a fraternal and intimate social 
bond among those individuals who, according to Gregory, were active more or less in 
^ concert prior to November of 191*5 in supplying the informant data from various 
Government agencies. Beyond having evidence of this social relationship, we have 
» little or nothing save the statement of the informant. 


The subjects in this case are extraordinarily intelligent, at least they 
/ are unusually well educated, and include some very prominent people, including 

Harry Dexter White. It can be expected that some of the finest legal talent in the 
country would be retained for their defense in the event of prosecution. With the 

» evidence presently available, the case is nothing more than the word of Gregory / ' 
against that of the several conspirators. The likely result would be an acquittal/ / J 
under very embarrassing circumstances. j

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other defendants, it is questionable whether the informants recollection would be 
sufficiently definite and detailed without some corroboration to sustain a convic- 
tion. It would be the word of one defendant against that of several others without 
more, which is always a precarious predicate for a conviction. 

Furthermore, "intent or reason to believe such information will be used to 
the injury of the United States, and/or for the benefit of a foreign country'* is an 
essential element of this offense. We have no evidence from which "intent or reason 
to believe" can be proved or reasonably inferred in the case of the Silvermaster or 
Perlo groups. We can. identify their Communist connections but this does not supply 
the requisite intent or reason to believe under the statutes. Let us presume the 
co-conspirators admitted they obtained certain information but that they merely did 
so with a view to keeping abreast of Government developments for the Communist 
. Party. Would that admission sustain the premise that the information was to be used 
to the injury of the United States or for the benefit of a foreign country? I think 
not, without going into the entire question of the status of the Communist "party as a 
political arm of the Soviet Union. Even Gregory can't testify where the information 
went after leaving him and his admission that he believed it would be used by Soviet 
Intelligence Is not binding on the other co-conspirators, particularly in view of 
the informant's relationship as a courier.

(2) Does the evidence available show that the subjects had lawful or 
uniawfui ^possession of any document or note pertaining to the National Defense and 
(a) willfully transmitted or attested to transmit the same to any person not 
entitled to receive it, or (b) willfully retained the same and failed to deliver it 
on demand to the officer or employee of the United States entitled to receive it. 

COIBfENT ; 

. Here we have only the statement of Gregory as to the nature of the documents 
or notes involved, some of which were, according to the informant, copied or 
photographed in the basement of the Silvermaster home. (It is otherwise known that a 
fully equipped photographic laboratory is located in the basement of the Silvermaster 
home.) Under this section it is the document itself, the unlawful possession and 
transmittal of which is proscribed. Certainly the document must be produced or 
lcentified with sufficient definity to show by other facts that it did, in fact, 
re i^ e . t0 the National Defense. I sincerely doubt if Gregory's testimony would go 
sufficiently far in this direction. As a matter of fact, should the other subjects 
deny the possession of such documents, as they almost surely will, a very substantial 
ano aetaiied showing will be required in the absence of the documents themselves as to 
jusv what they were. In other words, in a statute penalizing possession and trans- 
mittal of a document you must either produce the document or in its absence 
conclusively show that it comes within the provisions of the statute. We don't have 
the evidence to do this.

ALLEGATION ’ - 

a , -t Unde r date of January 27, 19li7, the New York Field Division reported 
that in connection with P. BERNARD NORTMAN, GREGORY advised that she first 
met this individual while she was attending Columbia University in about 1936. 

She stated that NDRTMAN and herself at that time were both in Unit One of 
the Harlem Section of the Communist Party and she saw him very frequently at 
Communist Party meetings and from her observation of his activities, she believed 

thi ? and could well have been a functionary. 

She stated that in about 1937, this Unit was split and NORTMAN became associated 
witi, another Unit but that she saw him around Columbia University and knew that 
he was still active in Communist Party activities. Although her recollection 
is positive that NORTMAN had a Party name, she is presently unable to recall it 
GREGORY stated that she last saw NORTMAN at Columbia University in about 1938 / 
and thereafter, did not see him until the Spring of 19l*i*. The occasion ofthitt^ 
meeting was while she was enroute from Washington, D. C., to New York City 
..train, when she accidentally met him in the buffet car. According to her 
he seemed very surprised to see her and although there was considerable con- 
versation between them, until NORTMAN left the train, probably at Fhiladelnhia 
GREGORY declared NQRT1IAN was very careful in his talk; that the 
innocuous, no reference being made to former Party activities on the part of 
either • GREGORY said that NORTMAN seemed quite perturbed when he told her of 
his position at that time with the War Production Board and GREGORY answered 
that she occasionally heard reports about him. ✓

You may also recall that Gregory has advised that after Gregory ceased con- ,4=^' 
tacting Tenney in November, 19 UU, Tenney met a man whose description tallies very closely' 
with the unknown Russiaru-.contact "Jack". Shortly thereafter this unknown man turned 
Tenney over to Joseph B.' v >Gregg, another subject in this case whom Tenney had previously^ 
known. Ti i erea fter “Termeytumed over information to Gregg in a similar manner as shep*$p, 
did to Gregory. Thereafter this unknown man introduced Tenney to a new woman contact . ! 
whose identity is unknown. Tenney continued to turn over information to this unknown 
woman. These activities continued until the evening of Thanksgiving Day, 19lt5. . 

Helen Tenney resigned from the Strategic Services Unit of the Yfar Department, 
formerly a branch of the Office of Strategic Services, on June 25, 19U6, and returned 
to Kerf York City. Later it was learned that she was planning to travel to Italy and 
France as a free lance reporter for^'Cue" Magazine. The records of the State Depart- 
ment indicate that Tenney received a passport for travel to Europe which was issued on 
August 6, 19U6j however, this passport was taken up on August lit, 19U6, because i’t had 
been ascertained that she had furnished her maiden name in applying for the passport/' 
but had failed to produce a Certificate of Divorce. 7 7 ' t 7 ,[J- 

The New York Office advised on January 15, 19U7, that according to Infonnantr . 
Gregory information has been received through Irma^elson, a close friend of Helen 
Tenney, that Tennev i s confined at the Apyne. TThitney Clinic (for mental patients) New Y ork 
City. Nelson advised Gregory that Tenney has been in poor physical condition for some- 
time and received quite a shock when her passport was suddenly revoked last summer. She 
is reported to be suffering from a severe psycho'sis. Tenney has advised Irma Nelson that 

she, Tgnney^ desires to see Informant Gregory. . —

Subsequently on January lit, 19U7, the New York Office advised that according 
to Gregory Irma Nelso n stated that Helen Tenney appears. to be recovering from her severe 
nervous collapse that she suffered last summer. Nelson said ^hat when she visited Tenney 
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Memorandum for- The Director 


in Washington in the summer of 19U6 Tenney was greatly disturbed because she said 
that people had been following herj that her telephone was tapped; that her friends 
were under surveillance; and that Tenney was muttering about being a Russian spy. 

Nelson also stated that she saw Tenney shortly after Gregory's last visit with Tenney 
during the summer of 19^6, and said that immediately prior to Tenney's scheduled sailing 
for Europe Tenney was notified by the Steamship Company that her' passport was defective 
and several days later Tenney received a letter from the' State Department advising her 
that on the basis of information received from a proper Governmental agency her pass- 
port was being revoked. 

When Nelson next saw Tenney in September, 19^6, Tenney became hysterical and 
mentioned that she was a spy and shortly thereafter took an overdose of phenobarbitol 
which was regarded as an attempt at suicide. As a result of this she was removed to a 
hospital and remained unconscious for five days. She was delirious upon regaining 
consciousness and recently has been shewing signs of recovering her stability, jJel son 
stated, that Ttenney appears to have a violent phobia now against every 'thing Russian, even 
mention of the word "Russian" and 'she is still being watched carefhlly to prevent suicide. 

Nelson is of the opinion that Tenney is suffering from hallucinations concerning 
her being a spy and Gregory has the impression that the consulting physicians of j 

Tenney's family do not attach any credence to Tenney's statements along this line. On ' 
December 22, 19U6, Nelson took Tenney from the hospital for the day during which time 
Tenney appeared almost normal, although she is still very nervous. 

Irma Nel son h as made an appointment for Gregory to meet Tenney and Nelson 
at Longchamps Restaurant, Madison Avenue and 79th Street, New York City, at lu30 p.ra., 
Janua ry 19 f 19U7, and stressed that Tenney desires to confer privately with Gregory. 
Gregory is very apprehensive about such a meeting in view of Tenney's reported proclivity 
towards jsucide, and is presently undecided whether to keep the appointment. The New f 

tcfflT Office advised that they are going to instruct Gregory to refrain from attending i 

such meeting with Tenney unless Bureau advice is received to the contrary, and that \ 

Gregory should not meet Tenney until more information concerning Tenney's present condi- 1 
tion is obtained. 


RECOlfiSNDATION : 

It is deemed highly advisable that in view of Tenney's mental state at this 
time and further ._in..viewLpf Jier desire, to Contact ’'Gregory ' that" sucH* contact ^shopI3~be 
arranged since it is highly probable that Tenney may, in this state of mind, reveal 
some startling information to Gregory which is not known to the Bureau in connection 
with her past or present activities on behalf of the Soviets. It might well be that 
Tenney has continued to contact one of the Russians and may still be active in an 
espionage parallel. 

It is highly improbable that Tenney will commit suicide on the occasion of j 
this meeting at Longchamps or at any time that she is in the company of Gregory, [ 
since it is known that she has confided with Gregory in the past and appears to have 
utmost confidence In Gregory. In the event that she does commit an act of self- 
destruction in the near future the question would always be in the Bureau's mind as 
to what Tenney had to disclose to Gregory.
